At the Opera-house the Leonis are 
performing “The Dumb Man of Manchester,” 
and W. Farren is engaged at the Royal by Gomer- 
sal, who opens for the wioter with “ Cyril’s Suc- 
cess ;” from all I hear Gomersal is not likely to 
share Cyril’s good fortune, as the last directress is 
a bankrupt. At the Music hall Arabella Goddard 
and Miss Annie Edmonds are showing forth their 
musical talents. ‘The Sailor of France” and 
the “ Poor Girl’s Temptations,” in which a Mr 
Cray’s acting is highly spoken of, will serve as a 
sample of the style of amusement offered to the 
cutlers and grinders of Sheffield at the Alexan- 
dra last week. 

The Leeds theatres have had Fechter and Car- 
lotta Leclereq in ‘Black and White,” at the 
Royal, and “The Lancashire Lass” and “ The 
Flying Dutchman,” with L. Brough, at the am- 
phitheatre.

MUSIC HALLS. 

Managers of several of the London Music Iallg 
are producing elaborate spectacles that approach 
nearer to dramatic entertainments, than anything 
that bas preceded them. At the Metropolitan a 
ballet is being performed, called—* The Revels 
of Olympus; or, one hour with the Gods and 
Goddesses,” a title that conjures up memories of 
the Olympic theatre in 1831, with Madame Ves- 
tris as Pandora, in Messrs Planché and Dance’s 
extravaganza—“ Olympic Revels.” This mono- 
logue burlesque, for such it may be termed, ig 
divided into four scenes, the third one being a 
parody on the Railway incidentin Mr Boucicault’s 
* After Dark,” a bycicle taking the place of the 
train. ‘The “talking part” is given to Miss Louie 
Sherrington who appears as a statue vivified by 
Jupiter, and wears three or four ineffective cos- 
tumes. Miss Sherrington’s vocalization is pleas- 
ing, but when reciting burlesque lines she has a 
habit of emphasising every pun, and pausing 
after its delivery ; ina long speech closely studded 
with verbal conceits, the listener naturally finds 
this wearying. In the “tag” itis stated that 
were they not restricted by the Lord Chamber- 
lain a better entertainment would have been pro- 
duced, but that they have gone as far as they dare 
go! The line of demarkation between the res- 
pective temples of Euterpe and Thespis may; be 
difficult to define, but there 7sa line, and the 
majority of visitors to the Metropolitan will be of 
opinion that Mr J.J. Poole has crossed it; on 
more than one occasion the Alhambra directors 
have been fined for an offence of far less magni- 
tude. 

The Canterbury monologue is entitled —* The 
Four-Leaved Shamrock ; or, the Little Mill and 
the Big Flower ;” its author, Mr Frank W. Green, 
has divided it into three scenes, the second is an 
attempted realization of Donnybrook Fair, with- 
out the customary noise ; it is supported by Miss 
Nellie Power, whose archness and vivacity ate 
highly appreciated by the numerous audiences 
who nightly throng Mr Holland’s Hall. Miss 
Power’s faults are that every part she over-acts— 
not of any considerable importance in a music 
hall,—and that she unnecessarily exhausts herself 
by interlarding her lines with a successive serics 
of gasps. 

At the Oxford, where scenery is dispensed with, 
a less pretentious entertainment is being repre: 
sented. The piece, described as a cantatina, is 
entitled—‘* The Apple of Discord,” and is _hat- 
moniously interpreted by Miss Ada Herminie as 
Minerva, Mdile. Anatoas Mercury, Miss Gould 
as Juno, Mdlle. Theresa Egan, as Venus, and 
Miss Rivers, who has unquestionably the best 
trained voice, as Paris. The colours of the cos 
tumes are varied, hut what could have induced 
Mr May to dress Venus in green? The cantatin 
which is written by a gentleman who has adopted 
the pseudonyme of Albert Grey, is entirely devoid 
of any literary merit, and was probably “ knocked 
off” in about twenty minutes,

POPULAR ACTRESSES.—XXXII. 
MADAME VESTRIS. 

This eminent actress and manageress was the 
granddaughter of Bartolozzi, the renowned en- 
graver, and was born in St. Marylebone, in Janu- 
ary 1797. Her education was in advance of the 
age. She was proficient in French, Italian, 
music, singing, dancing, and other accomplish- 
ments. Iler parents allowed her to attend balls, 
concerts, and theatres almost nightly,and she was 
ainong the few virgins whose heads were turned 
by the dancing of the celebrated Armand Vestris. 
She married him in 1813, and appeared for her 
husband’s benefit in 1815, as Proserpina in 
Winter's opera. She was rapturously applauded 
in all her airs. Princess Charlotte attended the 
opera a second time, expressly to see her as Pro- 


serpina. Next season she played Susanna and 

other parts, but the enthusiasm soon abated. In 

1815 she appeared in Paris, where her husband's 

infidelities were the signal for criminal indul- 

gences on her side, that need not be more 

than alluded to, but which were, probably, greatly 

exaggerated. In 1826, at Covent Garden, she 

sang the rdles of Lilla, Adela, and Artaxerxes, 

exhibiting all the archness without the grossaess 

of Storace. Next she attempted Don’ Giovanni, 

for which she was strongly condemned. Her 

Paul and Apollo sbewed her fine symmetry of 
person to great advantage, and for this reason (as 

now-a-days with burlesque actresses) she became 

excessively popular. Her voice was a sweet and 

powerful contralto, and in the old songs—The 

Light Guitar, Rise Gentle Moon, &c.,— was heard 
to great advantage. She was one of the clever- 
est actresses on the boards, being able to sustain 
comic characters with great ability, either on the 
French, Italian, or English stage, and few re- 
tained their pristine vigour to the last, in so re- 

markable a manner, as Eliza Lucy:Vestris. Her 
legs and arms were models for the sculptor, But 
it is as a manageress that she is, perhaps, better 
recollected by the present generation, her direc- 
tion of the Olympic nearly 40 years ago giving a 
new impetus to the mise-en-scene of theatres, 
which her subsequent rule at Covent Garden and 
the Lyceum carried to the highest perfection. 
Her taste was really exquisite, her liberality 
without bounds, and her knowledge of all stage 
matters very extensive. To recal pleasant remi- 
niscences, we have only to mention the revivals at 
Covent Garden of ‘A Midsummer Night’s Dream,” 
*“ Merry Wives of Windsor,” ‘ Love’s Labour’s 
Lost,” (including in the cast herself, Mrs Nisbett, 
Miss Rainforth, Miss Marshall, Bartley, Cooper, 
C. Mathews, Keeley, Ilarley, Meadows, &c.,) and 
the productions of the brilliant comedies in which 
Farren and Anderson took the leads, such as 
“The Rivals,” “London Assurance,” ‘ What’ll 
the World say?” “The Irish Heiress,” ‘* The 
Double Gallant,” “Spanish Curate,” ‘ Critic,” 
‘© White Milliner,” “Charles XII,” ‘* Court and 
City,” &c.; and those gorgeous and good bur- 
lesques interpreted by Vestris, Keeley (the niais), 
J. Bland (the great monarch of extravaganza), 
Harley, &c., called—‘tThe White Cat,” “The 
Sleeping Beauty,” ‘* Beauty and the Beast,” 
“ Fortunate Isles,” at Covent Garden, and finally 
“Forty Thieves,” “ Aladdin,” Whittington and 
his Cat,” “ Seven Castles of the Passions,” 
“King Charming,” “ King of the Peacocks,” 
‘Enchanted Horse,” &c., atthe Lyceum. We 
all know how she became the wife of our C, 
Mathews, snd how he was blamed for having 
her, and we also feel that we could have better 
spared a better woman. Jer beauty was of the 
type known as the voluptuous, her eyes, bust, and 
double chin being very prononcé, and her ex- 
tremities well proportioned.

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“ OTHELLO” AT SADLER’S WELLS. 


On Saturday evening last Bera found himself 
jn Sadler’s Wells, being one in a crowded audi- 
ence assembled to see “Othello.” Mr Phelps was 
unusually vigorous in the Moor. There is pathos 
and passion in the delineation ; but it wants the 
ring of pure gold. Occasionally there is a flash 
of something like genius, yet it rarely reaches 
intensity. The parts that are most remarkable 
in the impersonation are those in which love and 
wrath are struggling for the mastery. Here, let 
it be freely owned, there is no little ability. The 
audience applauded the actor with enthusiasm. 
After the tragedy Mr Phelps came forward and 
made a speech, in which he alluded to the asser- 
tion of the Drury Lane manager, that the intel- 
lectual drama at that theatre meant ruin and 
bankruptcy. He protested against the treatment 
he had received at the hands of Mr Chatterton, 
and, although he affirmed that he had pleasure 
in meeting the old friends who had “ rallied ” 
around him at Sadler’s Wells, he was unwilling 
to be present at “the ruins of the theatre which he 
had built.” No doubt the speech will provoke a 
good deal of controversy, and a legal process, as 
Mr Phelps intimated, will decide whether Mr 
Chatterton can avail himself of his services in 
any way that he pleases. 

The Iago of Mr Rosiere evinces talent; but 
practice will improve the embodiment. E. 
Phelps’s Cassio is tolerably good. Mrs Eburne’s 
Desdemona is earnest and commendable ; but 
Miss Heraud’s Emilia is really a gem of intelli- 
gent acting. The part is not an agreeable one, 
but, in the hands of this clever and painstaking 
actress, it is robbed of its coarser features. The 
speech in which the words occur, “ a whip in 
every honest hand,” d&c., was delivered by Miss 
Heraud with real energy, and throughout she 
was applauded. Let us trust we shall see this 
actress more frequently than we have lately 
done. Surely in the face of the enthusiasm 
evinced at Sadler’s Wells on occasion of this per- 
formance, it can hardly be said there is no taste 
for the drama. Bera. 





NEW ROYALTY THEATRE. 


A new burlesque, written by Mr F. C. Bur- 
nand, was produced at the New Royalty Theatre 
on Monday, the 3rd instant. It is founded upon 
the old story of “Beauty and the Beast,” and is 
entitled, “The Beast and the Beauty ; or, No 
Rose without a Thorn.” The piece contains less 
buffoonery and better writing than the majority 
of Mr Burnand’s recent productions ; but of 
course will not bear the slightest comparison 
with Mr Byron's pantomime opening on the 
same subject. The Beast is represented by Mr 
Dewar, who appears once more, to quote from 
the synopsis, in a beastly state. Miss Oliver im- 
personates Beauty. Mr Danvers, in petticoats as 
usual, is amusing as Beauty’s nurse ; and Mr 
Hl.
